Reports reaching Edirne reveal that sabotage activities, especially by work-
ers, have increased. They mention that in addition to the Agrarian Party and

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pact of Bternal Bulgaro-Yugoslav Friendship and ousting the Communists from control
of the government. These reports add that there are indications that the new or-
ganization includes persons high in Communist circles, tpa: it is believed that
vasiliev, chief of the Khaskovo militia, vas tried before & People's Court on charges
of belonging to this group, and that the Plovdiv People's Court has sentenced two

persons to death for the same Teason.

Disputes have occurred between these
newconers and the Bulgarian peasants. Soviet and Bulgarian police detailed to
settle trase disputes are being dismissed when they fail and are replaced by others.
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
